Remove certain doubts as to the application of Part III. a.i>. 1893. 
of “ The Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890,” to 
certain authorities in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. — (1.) It is hereby declared that sections two hundred and Application 

thirty-seven to two hundred and forty-three, and section two yj* 1 * ^ 
hundred and forty-six of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, se. 237 to 
apply and have always applied to the borrowing by any local Growing 
authority in Ireland for the purpose of the execution of Part III. for the pur- 
10 of the principal Act, in like manner as if that purpose were 
specified in those sections, and the local rate were the fund or rate c . 70. 
there specified, and the local authority were a sanitary authority, 
and that the Commissioners of Public "Works in Ireland have, and 
have always had, power to lend accordingly. 

15 (2.) All expenses incurred by town commissioners in the exe- 

cution of Part III. of the principal Act shall be defrayed out of 
the local rate, and the town of any town commissioners shall be a 
district within the meaning of Parts III. and Yl. of the principal 
Act, and section eighty-four of the principal Act shall apply as if 
20 the town commissioners were a sanitary authority. 

2. This Act shall be construed as one with the Housing of the 
Working Classes Act, 1890 (in this Act referred to as the principal 
Act), and that Act and this Act may be cited together as the Housing 
of the Working Classes Act, 1890, aud 1893, and this Act may be 
25 cited separately as the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1893. 
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
